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Minimum wage through the years 

Chicago’s minimum wage will bump from $8.25 to $10 on July 1, and then gradually increase to $13 in 
2019, after the City Council last year passed an ordinance backed by Mayor Emanuel. The new wage 
will affect about 31 percent of Chicago’s workforce, according to a report by Emanuel’s minimum 
wage working group-meaning more than 400,000 Chicagoans will get a raise. The 9 million jobs lost 
nationwide during the recession have played a role in keeping wages down around the nation, and even 
the recovery has had limited impact.

Budgeting on a tipped income 

Boystown bartender Hayley Holder should have two separate but equally 
important priorities as the phase-in of Chicago’s minimum wage hike kicks 
in July 1, said Chicago financial planner Colin Chase: She should focus on 
saving what she can and, at the same time, settle up with her student-loan 
provider. 

Chase’s rule of thumb for emergency savings is to have enough in the 
bank to cover six months of basic expenses such as rent and food. 

And that defaulted student loan should not be ignored, he said. 

“It should be as important as a rent payment,’’ he said. “She’s falsely 
living above her means by not paying that, so I think she should make that a 
big priority and, in tandem with that, save what she can.’’ -m.c. 


A Boystown 
bartender pores 
over the coming 
minimum wage hike

Hayley Holder’s hourly wage is so 
far from her mind that sometimes 
she forgets to pick up her pay- 
checks. For her, it’s all about the 
tips. 

Holder, 24, makes $4.95 an hour 
tending bar at Halsted’s Bar and 
Grill in Boystown, which she sup- 
plements with 
a few hours a 
week manning 
the door at 
Hydrate, a gay 
bar across the 
street. 

But really it’s 
all about the 
tips— which, she said, makes it hard 
to establish a consistent budget. 

“It’s weird, when you take home 
cash every night, you don’t really 
think of your income in terms of 
weekly or monthly” she said. 

So, the extra 50 cents per hour 
she’U get once Chicago’s minimum 
wage hike phases in next month 
won’t make much of a difference. 
Tipped workers in Illinois can be 
paid less than the non-tipped mini- 
mum wage, which is currently $8.25 
an hour. In Chicago, beginning July i, 
the non-tipped minimum wage will 
go up to $10 and the tipped wage will 
bump from $4.95 per hour to $5.45. 

But Holder’s take-home pay de- 
pends much more on things she 
can’t control— such as whether it’s 
snowing outside, or whether people 
in the neighborhood have just paid 
their bills for the month. 

“It’s definitely stressful when 
something as uncontrollable as the 
weather can have an effect on your 
income,” she said. 

A bad night for Holder is any- 


thing less than $100 in tips for six 
or seven hours of work. A good 
night would be anything more than 
$250. Holder said that, plus her sec- 
ond job at Hydrate, which pays $15 
an hour, is enough to live comfort- 
ably in the Boystown apartment she 
shares with two roommates. 

Holder declined to estimate how 


much she takes home every month, 
saying her night-to-night pay is 
too unpredictable. But her major 
monthly expenses add up to about 
$1,100 a month, she said: Her share 
of the rent is $500 per month; her 
share of cable, Internet and other 
utilities comes to about $90 per 
month. Groceries are probably 


$100 a week, she said. Working in 
Boystown requires her to get dolled 
up for work— “Being around drag 
queens will throw you in very harsh 
comparison,” she said— so she 
pays $100 a month to get her hair 
bleached. 

Her main financial burden is 
$14,000 of defaulted student loan 


debt, the souvenir of a year at Co- 
lumbia College. 

“People warn me that ... if you 
continue to ignore it, they’ll find 
where you work and they’ll garnish 
your wages,” she said.

It’s hard to believe, but I 
consider cutting out Dish or 
cable for Netflix the health 
enhancement equivalent to 
eating a couple of salads a 
week. We saved more than 
$500 in the first year by go- 
ing from Dish to the Netflix 
commune and could’ve 
saved a bit more if we hadn’t 
signed up for the DVD de- 
livery too. Suddenly I went 
from bingeing on whatever 
my nearsighted pupils found 
in the darkest kitchen cup- 
boards to bingeing on some 
of the finest TV shows of 
the past couple of decades 
... that most my friends al- 
ready watched at least three 
years ago. 

The sort of intro to 
Netflix typically starts with something like 
“Breaking Bad,” “Dexter” or, an even safer 
play “Friends.” However, the TV jukebox has 
something special to all us content leeches— 
original content. Oh, sweet original content. 
Imagine the demo fall off if “House of Cards” 
had one of the cookie-cutter “NCIS” series as 
a lead in? Netflix programming has the con- 
fidence and attitude of a fifth-year senior stiU 
living in the dorms. Sure, you can come by and 
hang out. I’m not going anywhere ... stories?! 
Oh, yeah. I’ve got some stories for you. 

It took about four or five months of being 
exclusive with Netflix before I came down 
from the high of being entertained for less 
than what it costs for lunch at Portillo’s. 


But on the TV-watching plate is: “House of 
Cards,” “Orange is the New Black,” “Dare- 
devil,” ’’The Unbreakable Kimmy Schmidt,” 
“Bloodline” and ‘TYrrested Development,” to 
name a handful. 

“House of Cards” has made its mark on 
programming history as the first show to not 
be on broadcast TV and win an Emmy (Best 
Actress for Robin Wright). The show clearly 
is the flagship of Netflix and won’t be losing 
ground anytime soon. Viewers will enter the 
fourth season looking to get the answer to a 
series-long question: What is more believ- 
able, the Underwood marriage or Francis’ 
southern accent? 

“Orange is the New Black” takes home the 
silver medal for original content on Netflix. 

I believe it’s so popular be- 
cause we’re finally getting 
to a point where strong 
characters trump chromo- 
somes in the casting. 

As a new season of 
“OITNB” gets underway, 
undoubtedly it will be 
praised as the finest TV 
show ever made in our life- 
time— and that’s including 
“M*A*S*H*” and “Cheers.” 
But that’s the downfall 
of bingeing on a dozen 
episodes of what is now the 
cutting edge: We no longer 
can see the influences and 
plotline rehashes of TV 
history in our peripheral. 

There have been some 
great shows worth the 
hype, some flops and most 
recently some middle- 
of-the-road shows that get viewers talking 
more than the golden era of “Must See TV.” 
Take “Daredevil,” for example: a perfectly 
fine show I don’t follow the comic book, but 
I’ve been informed by those who do that the 
show’s exceptionally written with respect to 
its origins. Mmost immediately, the Internet 
blew up about the Episode 2 fight scene (the 
one where the enemies one by one attacked 
our hero, so cutting edge), yet not one peep 
online about “Daredevil’s” thigh gap in the 
season finale. 

Netflix lets me have my cake and eat it, 
too. Sometimes it’s a mind-blowing red velvet 
cake, other times just a kind of oatmeal pie.

Tighter security planned 
for Chicago’s Pride Parade

Chicago’s Pride Parade organizers have hired 
90 off-duty police officers to supplement the 
police presence at this year’s parade, part of 
an effort to crack down on public drinking 
and other problems. 

A “heavy police presence,” new security 
checkpoints to enforce open-container laws 
and a new limit on some parade entries all will 
be in place for the June 28 parade, according 
to Aid. TomTunney’s office. 

Tunney whose 44th Ward includes a signif- 
icant part of the parade route, warned in April 
that if the parade doesn’t clean up its act, 2015 
could be the last year it marches in Lakeview 

That warning still stands, said Erin Duffy 
the 44th Ward’s director of community out- 
reach. 

“If we don’t see a serious improvement this 
year on behavior and surrounding residents’ 
quality of life, ... they’ll have no choice but to 
move the parade out of Lakeview,” she said. 
“This is a key year for determining whether 
or not the Pride Parade will stay in Lakeview.” 

The 90 off-duty police officers will be sta- 
tioned around the parade route starting about 
an hour before the parade begins until about 
6 p.m., according to parade coordinator Rich- 


ard Pfeiffer. This is the first time parade or- 
ganizers have hired off-duty officers for the 
event. 

“Because of the excess of alcohol consump- 
tion, it was felt by the city it was good for us 
to hire {security} to relieve police officers who 
could be later on the street,” Pfeiffer said. 

Local business groups also will be hiring 
security personnel to supplement the police 
presence, according to Duffy 

Also new this year will be checkpoints near 
the parade route specifically geared toward 
public alcohol consumption, Duffy said. Se- 
curity personnel will be keeping an eye out for 
open containers at those checkpoints, though 
they will not be inspecting bags, she said. 

Some parade entrants also are being en- 
couraged to limit the number of people in 
their entourage, Duffy said, a measure aimed 
at keeping the parade short. 

Ideally the parade will last about two hours, 
Duffy said. 

The 4-mile parade route runs from the 
intersection of Montrose Avenue and Broad- 
way to the intersection of Sheridan Road and 
Diversey Parkway The parade is scheduled to 
step off at noon on June 28.

Vince Vaughn picks up 
tab for Lightning coach

Tampa Bay Lightning coach Jon Cooper re- 
turned to Chicago Cut Steakhouse on Tuesday 
with his assistant coaches and front-office man- 
agement and again enjoyed a free meal as they 
did Sunday Only this time it was courtesy of 
actor and Blackhawks fan Vince Vaughn rather 
than NBA Hall of Famer Charles Barkley 

Vaughn passed the party of 20 to get to his 
table on the patio at Chicago Cut and spotted 
Cooper, according to Chicago Cut managing 
partner David Flom. The two men spoke for 
about 10 minutes before the “Swingers” and 
“Old School” star sat down for dinner with 
his party of 12, which included former Rage 
Against the Machine guitarist Tom Morello. 

“Cooper called me over to his table and 
said, ‘Hey I want to pick up Vince Vaughn’s 
check,’ ” Flom said. “He was doing it to be 
kind because of the Barkley thing. I tell the 
server and then walk by Vince’s table. Sure 
enough, Vince looks at me and says, ‘I know 
that guy just called you over to pick up my 
check. That’s not how we roll in Chicago.’ He 
goes, ‘This is Chicago, my town. This is how 
we treat people. I got his check.’ How can 


you argue with Vince Vaughn? I said, ‘OK, no 
problem.’ I go walk away and he stands up and 
says, ‘I got his check. This is Chicago.’ 

“So we go over to Cooper, and he goes, ‘Oh, 
you’ve got to be kidding me. Twice with 20 
people, and I haven’t paid once.’ ” 

Cooper visited Chicago Cut on Sunday be- 
cause Barkley recommended it to him. Bark- 
ley also called the restaurant to make the res- 
ervation for his party and had their check put 
on his credit card. 

Vaughn also has been generous with the 
Blackhawks. During the Hawks’ Stanley Cup 
run in 2010, he happened to be dining at Jap- 
onais (now called Japonais by Morimoto) the 
same night as then-Blackhawk Dustin Byfug- 
lien (now with the Winnipeg Jets) and picked 
up his check. 

It’s unclear how Vaughn and Cooper know 
each other, but Cooper seems to be a fan of 
Vaughn’s work. The Lightning’s Mark Barberio 
told nhl.com that Cooper asks that his team 
follow two rules from Vaughn’s movie “Wed- 
ding Crashers”: No excuses, play like a cham- 
pion (rule No. 76) and don’t look for opportu- 
nities, make them (rule No. 113).

T raffle, noise concerns 
near Montrose Beach

Promoters of the Mumford & Sons lakefront 
concert near Montrose Beach next week un- 
veiled plans Tuesday to alleviate the noise and 
traffic concerns of neighborhood residents. 

The concert, with special guest the Macca- 
bees and Son Little, on June 17 at Cricket Hill 
is sold out and will bring an estimated 35,000 
ticketed concertgoers to the park. Cricket Hill 
is located between Montrose Beach and Lake 
Shore Drive, and Jam Productions teamed up 
with Madison House Presents to bring the 
“first major concert” there, according to the 
concert website. 

“With a steady incline of nearly 45 feet and 
views overlooking the lakefront and the City’s 
skyline from afar, this site creates a perfect 
backdrop for a summer night filled with mu- 
sic,” the concert site said. 

The stage has been repositioned so that it 
will face east toward the lake and away from 
homes along Lake Shore Drive, said David 
Carlucci, director of festival operations for 
Jam Productions, at a public meeting attended 
Tuesday by a dozen residents at the Clarendon 
Park fieldhouse. 

“It will not have any direct effect on the 
neighborhoods here,” Carlucci said. 

The concert is expected to attract fewer 
people than the annual Gay Pride Parade, of- 
ficials said. 

“It’s not an EDM festival,” Carlucci said, 
referring to the Wavefront Music Festival that 
did not return last year after noise complaints 
were lodged against the fest held on the Fourth 
ofjuly weekend in 2013. 

Aid. James Cappleman (46th) said there 
have been a number of meetings on the con- 
cert to avoid the pitfaUs of the Wavefront fest. 

“We do not want a repeat of that again. 
That’s why we’re looking at the sound, the 
number of speakers, the positioning of the 
stage. AH that was done to avoid a repeat of 
that,” he said after the meeting. 

Concertgoers are encouraged to take public 
transportation or bike to the lakefront because 
there wiU not be parking provided for the 
event, Carlucci said. Jam Productions, which is 
providing event security will be prepared to va- 
let more than 5,000 bikes using 600 bike racks 
over acres, Carlucci said. 

Divvy cyclists can find a docking station at 
Montrose Harbor, too. 

Traffic aides will be directing traffic, and 
there will be extra CTA buses and trains to 
help manage the number of people descending

on the lakefront for the concert, officials said. 

Traffic was a big concern for resident Kathy 
Ambo, who has had difficulty finding parking 
in her Buena Park neighborhood on a summer 
weekday when there are no events, much less a 
day with a major show 

“I never felt they have the traffic under con- 
trol,” Ambo said about past shows. “People will 
drive here no matter what.” 

Cappleman said his office will be revisiting 
the issue of parking in the area because there 
will be more concerts in the future. “The park 
district needs the revenue,” he said at the 
meeting. The park district requires a permit 
and charges a rental fee to use park land. 

The concert area wH be fenced off, and 
setup wiU begin on Saturday morning and con- 
tinue through Wednesday the day of the show, 
Carlucci said at the meeting. 

Beginning at 3 p.m. June 17, gates wiU open 
at two locations— Montrose Avenue and Sim- 
mons Drive, and Wilson Avenue and Simmons 
Drive— to help relieve traffic congestion, 
Carlucci said. The opening act starts at 6 p.m. 
and the show will end by 10 p.m., he said. 

Although crews will begin packing up equip- 
ment immediately cleanup won’t be completed 
until June 19, when Simmons Drive will reopen 
from Montrose to Wilson avenues, he said. 

“We will repair any damage done to the 
park,” he said. “We give the park back to them 
the way we receive it.” 

The ground will be covered to help protect 
the lawn while loading in and out equipment, 
Carlucci said.

Are you there, world? It’s Judy Blume, on tour

Judy Blume says her current book tour will be 

her last. 

“This is my farewell,” the 77-year-old author 
acknowledged recently over the phone from 
her part-time home in New "York City “Not in 
any bad sense of the word. I’ve just decided it 
really is.” 

June finds Blume promoting her latest 
novel, “In the Unlikely Event,” one of only 
four books she has written for adults. Her 
name has long been synonymous with young 
adult fiction, although she doesn’t consider 
herself a YA novelist. She dislikes categories, 
saying only that there was no such classifica- 
tion when she wrote her most iconic books for 
teens, including 1970’s ‘Are You There God? 
It’s Me, Margaret” and 1975’s “Forever.” 

Interestingly “In the Unlikely Event” also 
features a largely adolescent cast of characters. 
Blume doesn’t know why although she admits 
she is most comfortable using teenage voices 
in fiction. The protagonist of “In the Unlikely 
Event” is a 15-year-old girl named Miri who 
lives through a terrifying three-month period 


during which three passenger planes crash in 
her hometown of Elizabeth, N.J., each time 
narrowly avoiding some sort of school or or- 
phanage. 


As far-fetched as it may sound, similar 
events really happened in late 1951 and early 
1952. Blume was in eighth grade, and the kids 
at her school were full of conspiracy theories. 


Could it be zombies, aliens, even communists? 

Blume re-creates this unsettling season of 
fear by examining the lives of the individuals 
and families affected by the accidents. Many 
characters are based on real people who died 
either in the planes or on the ground as well 
as on those who mourned their loss. The early 
1950 S milieu is as lush as the cashmere sweat- 
ers her anxious teen heroes wear. The Korean 
War looms, kids hang around burger joints 
and soda fountains, and scandalous unions 
take place in the back seats of roomy cars. 

Writing the book took five years that the 
author recalls as “painful.” She spent countless 
hours poring over microfiche news accounts. 
She also talked with as many old friends as she 
could about what they remembered. 

She’s remarkably chipper when she talks 
about the difficulties of writing, because with 
every book as complicated as “In the Unlikely 
Event,” she swears she’ll never write another 
one. The truth, though, is that she’ll most 
likely find herself back at her desk eventually 

“The creative juices don’t just go away,” she 
says.

Cookbook store feeds 
the mind and stomach

Read It & Eat, the new culinary bookstore 
in Lincoln Park, has a comfy chair tucked in 
by one of the front windows. Next to it sits 
a small table with two books and a bamboo 
plant. That’s where owner Esther Dairiam 
gravitates at the start of the day 

“This is the spot in the store that I really en- 
joy” Dairiam said. “It’s a window display actu- 
ally but it’s a spot that I sit in in the mornings 
when I come in before we open. I enjoy the 
view and my lucky bamboo, which my cousins 
gave me as a warming present for the store.” 

A lucky bamboo plant is a nice touch, but 
it’s hard not to feel a lift walking into the 
bookstore at 2142 N. Halsted St. The walls are 
painted a fresh sage green; the stamped ceil- 
ing is a bright white. But it’s the books that 
draw the eye again and again. 

Rows upon rows of books are arranged by 
so many subjects and categories that you can 
quickly sees the sheer diversity in culinary- 
themed publishing these days. Books are or- 
ganized by country or regional lines, by cook- 
ing method, by single food. There are diet 
books, vegan books, books for those who eat 
only paleo or gluten-free, and books on mak- 
ing your own pet food. 

“We’re finding a lot of people are inter- 
ested in a different lifestyle these days,” 
Dairiam said. 

The Chicago resident can surely empa- 
thize. A former management consultant 
working for a large company this is her first 
venture as a bookseller. The idea was sparked 
on a 2012 trip to Paris, where she visited a cu- 
linary bookstore called Librairie Gourmande. 
Two years of research followed into what po-

tential customers might want, financial viabil- 
ity and so forth. 

That the bookstore’s name includes the 
word “Eat” isn’t just a rhetorical flourish. 
There’s a demonstration kitchen space, com- 
plete with a six-burner stove, a ventilator 
hood, ovens and refrigerators— one for gro- 
ceries, one for wine. To the rear of the store 
are four large butcher block-topped tables 
where how-to classes will take place. Classes 
will be based on books, Dairiam said, taught 
by an author or a culinary instructor who uses 
the book. Some classes will be free; others 
will have a charge depending on whether it’s a 
demonstration or something more hands-on. 

Open since mid-May the store already has 
begun hosting events (see above). But even if 
there’s no class or demo scheduled, there may 
be food. During a recent visit, there was a plate 
of handsome cookies— baked from “Cookie 
Love” (Ten Speed, $24.99), the new book by 
Mindy Segal of Bucktown restaurant Hot 
Chocolate— out on the counter for sampling. 
Dairiam hopes to regularly offer food items 
cooked from the books she’s selling.
